Woe. commented, lutely, on Li's prolonged 
stay in Shautung, despite the Imperial ordér 
to auch into Chefvo as a mark at. once of 
his power and of Imperial. weakness. He 
had beou disgraced, it-will ba rememberéd, 
for having failed to provont the inroad of 
the tlonan Nienfei, and ordered to-give up 
his two-eyed peacock’s feather, his yellow 
jacket, aud his command. He waa ordered 
tu march his army to the: scene of danger, 
and. then hand it over to-bis vival and poli- 
tical opponeut Tso. We -oxpreased our 
conviction, whon he was lingering in -‘Shau- 
tung, that he would not obey the latter 
part of this order ; aid Government would 
have to got over the disobedience as best. it 
could. Wonow-hear that it has done so 
most ingoniotisly—by one of those political 
dodges which only a Chivese govcrument | 
could conceive. “Jt was erroneously atatod 
sometime siice that Prince Kutig had beon 
placed in aupreme command of the Northern 
armies, -. The real fact is that both 'I'so and | 
Li have been placed. under the control, not 
of Kung-waug, but:of another Prince of the 
blood—Tun-ching wang—and the pridé of 
both thus saved. ‘The coritrol of the latter 
is quite nominal ; butit not only overcomes 
the dead-lock, but tends’ to prevent -the 
quarrelling which would toa certainty haye 
taken. place batwean the two, commanders, 
who, besides the ‘natural. jealousy that 
night, be expected to exist are politically 
hoatile to each other, ‘I'so uot being of the 
‘Tseng-li coalition but an. outsider and enemy 
to it,—the tramp-card, in fact, which Goy- 
érnment hold to ‘oppose it.
